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SOVIET SATELLITES 
By Dave Finley* 

Twenty-one years after Yuri Gagarin’s trailblazing single orbit 
of Earth, we have entered the era of routine space flight. The Space 
Shuttle has been declared operational and the Soviets have in- 
dicated they intend to maintain a permanent manned presence in 
space from now on. 

Those interested in space flight are no longer going to be treated 
to lengthy, detailed coverage of each mission in the media, but the 
increased frequency and duration of flights now make it wor- 
thwhile to invest in equipment for direct monitoring of spacecraft. 


_ Inmany cases, this isn’t as difficult as working an OSCAR satellite 


or using “‘moonbounce”’ propagation. 

OSCAR and Soviet amateur satellites are ‘old hat’? to many 
amateurs and their frequencies and orbital information are listed 
monthly in several magazines. There are, however other things up 
there to listen to. 

An easy target for anyone with a good HF communications 
receiver is the beacon signal of the Soviet Salyut 6 Space stolen, 


now abandoned, in which the Russians surpassed-Tecords for.\ In the

duration of manned missions. This is an FSK beacon/dn 19.953 MHz. 
It’s best heard at night, when terrestrial signals on that-band area 
aminimum. a es 

Orbital information on this craft is available, but without it, you 
can just set your receiver to the frequency (BFO on) and wait for a 
good pass. Within a couple of hours, you’re likely to get lucky. The 
signal is two alternating tones, with a sound like touch-tone dialing 
(probably telemetry) every few seconds. As the spacecraft passes, 
the Doppler shift will necessitate slight re-tuning. 

With a Drake R4B, an Ameco preamp and 75-foot random-length 
antenna, I have received this satellite at a strength of S-9 plus 20 
dB. (NN 
The Soviets also use a frequency of.20.008. MHz ‘for manned Soyuz 
spacecraft, but usually only during the first portions of a mission. 

The Salyut 7 space station, presently manned, is reported to use a 
voice frequency between 142 and 143 MHz for narrow-band FM. The 
voice frequency for Soyuz spacecraft, used to get to and from the 
Salyut, is 121.75 MHz. 

A good aeronautical receiver with Yagi or helical antenna aimed 
north, is adequate for receiving these. The Soviets reportedly keep 
a tracking ship in the Atlantic a couple hundred miles off 
Washington, D.C., so an antenna aimed in that direction _ will pick 
up the transmissions to that ship. 

Our own space shuttle has a little-known voice transmitter with a 
primary frquency of 296.8 MHz. A secondary frequency is 259.7, for 
use when more than one shuttle is orbit at one time. This trans- 
mitter uses what NASA calls “‘infinitely clipped FM,”’ which can be 
received with either an FM or AM detector. These channels are

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GUEST EDITORIAL 
By Myra Hills, KA4DCF 

You may disagree with me, but I hope you don’t. There is no 
place in the amateur bands for codeless licensing. 

There’s been a lot of publicity in QST and FCC bulletins for the 
last six months regarding the Private Radio Bureau’s belief that 
many would-be amateurs are hampered by the Morse code 
requirement. And now, in the latest communication from FCC, 
they are announcing that Commission staff are instructed to 
prepare rulemaking, the initial procedure for turning this ill- 
conceived philosophy into fact. . 

We'll present their arguments here, though it embarrasses us to 
put them down. I’m embarrassed for the commissioners, that is. 
The FCC believes that in order to further the technology of radio 
communications, code is not needed. They propose elimination of 
the slow speed telegraphy test requirement of the existing 
Technician class license. I’m araid that U.S. delegates to the 1979 
W.A.R.C. planted this idea in the minds of some people, but for- 
tunately the other delegates defeated the U.S. proposal. Quoting 
from Report No. 2170 distributed by the FCC, ‘‘.. .the FCC’s 
Private Radio Bureau (states) there is no justification in the 
operating requirements to continue the telegraphy barrier above 30 
MHz.” And though they assure us that a no-code operator license 
for general operation below 30 MHz will not be considered, one 
wonders how long they will hold to that policy if the current action 
is successful. 

Perhaps telegraphy is a barrier, though an awfully small one, but 
we submit there should be some barriers in an organized society. 
Telegraphy serves as a small deterrent to the casual user, and 
maybe abuser, of the amateur radio frequencies. Most of all, we 
fear the ‘‘foot-in-the-door’’ technique of those who favor the no-code 
Technician license. If a no-code license is granted above 30 MHz, it 
will be only a month or two before we have proposed rulemaking 
for codeless licenses below 30 MHz. 

Should the Technician be granted a codeless license, who could 
possibly enforce the development-of-technology rule on this in- 
dividual? What you will have is thousands of people further 
crowding the bands who lack one of the elements of operations skill. 
No mention has been made of the development of an examination to 
administer to the prospective Technician who currently takes the 
General written exam (having already taken the Novice exam and 
the 5 wpm code test). A new test will be expensive, and the FCC, 
hampered by cutbacks, can scarcely afford its existing program. 
Since the Novice and General exams include questions about CW 
operation, surely those questions would have to be eliminated. 
Surely the codeless Tech wouldnot need to know HF operation or 
how to set up a station. Nor would propagation information be 
important to the advancement of technology. Would the Technician 


even need to know FCC rules and regs since the purpose is to ad- - 


vance technology? However, the remaining questions, though few 
in number, would still be a barrier for some prospective

really isn’t into theory? How about, just to be fair, a theory-less 
license class? Personally, I would be satisfied to operate in the 
Extra frequencies and I can manage 20 wpm code. But doggone, 


that ry is a-barrier poas and it makes me very unhappy. 
\ Since we‘are running orra bit, we must address the-question, “So. 


hat should we amateurs do about all this?’’ We must try to get 
through to the FCC that large numbers of amateurs are strongly 
opposed to a code-free license. Write courteous letters to the FCC, 
1919 ‘“M”’ Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. 20554, with a copy of your 
letter sent to the ARRL, 225 Main Street, Newington, Connecticut, 
06111. In your letter state your reasons for objecting to the codeless 
license. Just the fact that you’re against it may not get as much 
attention. 

Sometimes, if there is a large, vocal group of objectors, the FCC 
will pay some attention, at least for awhile. Such was the case 
regarding the proposed ‘‘plain language” rules last year. CW is not 


the barrier that some try to make it out to be. WHAT DO YOU _.

MORE FCC CHANGES 

Effective July 29, the effective radiated power limitations for 
stations in repeater operation in the ten and six meter bands are 
changed, depending on the antenna height above average terrain. 
Below 32 meters, 800 watts. 32 to 160 meters, 400 watts. 160 to 320 
meters, 200 watts. Above 320 meters, 100 watts. 

In relaxing the erp limits between 52 and 54 MHz, the Com- 
mission noted that this action will provide a reasonable community 
coverage area during mobile station operations. As for including 
frequencies between 29.5 and 29.7 MHz, the FCC said that the in- 
creasing popularity of 10 meter repeaters created the potential for 
serious cochannel interference. Therefore, erp limits are 
necessary for 10 meter repeater operation. Power limitations for 
repeaters on other bands are unchanged.

Hamtronics, Inc., of Hilton, N.Y., offers a shuttle receiver kit for 
296.8 MHz, at a price around $100.

‘The shuttle’s primary communications, on the S-Band, provide 
quite a challenge. They use digital transmission, with the voice . 
mixed in with various telemetry, and would require a computer to 
decode. Orbiter transmitter frequencies are 2287.5 and 2217.5 MHz 
with phase modulation; and 2250.0 and 2205.0 MHz FM. _ 

Later, when NASA places its planned set of geosynchronous 
satellites in orbit, they will be used for space-to-ground com- 
munications, with both uplink and downlink going through the 
“stationary” satellite. This will give the orbiter an almost- 
continuous link to the ground, as opposed to communicating only 
when within range of a tracking station. 

Shuttle frequencies for communicating with these satellites will 
be 15.0034 and 13.7750 GHz, in the Ku-Band. 

‘It helps, of course, to know when a spacecraft is going to pass 
close enough overhead to hear it, and there are a variety of home- 
computer programs available for this. Some programs for locating 
OSCAR satellites are easily modified for this purpose.

FCC HIGHLIGHTS 
By Bill Grenfell, W4GF 


The number of Amateur Operators licensed by the FCC was 


400,816 as of the first of May, 1982. By class, the totals are: Novice 
84,039; Technician 73,538, General 119,977; Advanced 93,150; Extra 
30, 112. In addition to the personal station of each operator, the 
following number of additional stations are licensed: Radio 
Amateur Civil Emergency Service (RACES) 613; Club 2989; 
Military Recreation 232; Seco: dary 1387. This adds up toa total 
amateur station count of 406,037. As they have not been renewable 
since March of ’78, Secondary stations should be all gone by March 
83. 
Any possible reissue of the unassigned older type call signs is 
unlikely for several years. Use of the new computer amateur 
license application processing program is now barely a year old. 
Until that program has been in use five years plus the one-year 
renewal grace period, there is no assurance that the record trans- 
ferred for use with the new program is free of numerous omissions 
and errors. Some time back, it was discovered that the existence of 
a significant number of valid renewable amateur licenses was 
missing from the Commission’s license records. Thus, the only way 
to fill in the gaps in the licensed call sign record is to wait for the 
licensee’s renewal applications. In addition to the foregoing, FCC’s 
severe budget reduction for this and next fiscal year is another 
factor which makes it quite unlikely that any petition to provide 


amateurs a choice of call sign letters would be successful.

WWV BROADCAST PROBLEMS 

The President’s FY83 budget, submitted to the Congress earlier 
this year, contains a decrease which may have an impact on users 
of the services of NOAA’s Space Environment boratory (SEL) 
and its Space Environment Services Cen SESC). At the 
proposed level of support, it would not be possible for NOAA to 


- support many of the present activities of SEL; in particular, all 


space-weather research and related systems development would 
have to be terminated when the new budget is implemented. 

If funding levels are reduced the solar-terrestrial services 
currently provided by SESC would have to be curtailed. 

The SEL would appreciate comments from its users about the 
impact of the reductions of services outlined above. Additional 
comments about the minimum level of services required by users 
would be helpful in establishing the service priorities during F Y83.
